D ayto n , Ohio, May 14.—The severest 
and most damaging wind and rain storm 
which has over occurred in this section took 
place here Wednesday night, and devastation 
and ruin mark tho course of the storm. In 
tbe country in all directions from this city 
the scone is terrible beyond description. 
Fences are leveled for miles, barns and 
stables blown down, trees uprooted and 
splintered, and acres upon acres of land 
laid waste by the rushing water*. 
Both 
telegraphic communication and travel by 
rail were completely suspended, and even 
yet tbe prospects for a speedy resumption 
are not very encouraging. 
Every train in 
transit near Dayton was stopped either by 
blockaded tracks or washout*. 
The Cleve­ 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis 
New York ex press, on a curve above Alex - 
andersville, struck a tree and telegraph-pole 
which were hurled on the track as the train 
was passing along. 
The pilot of the engine 
was completely demolished, and the engine 
otherwise wrecked. 
Several hundred yards 
ahead the track was washed away for 
considerable distance; 
The Pan-Huudle 
trains are blockaded east of this city at the 
Highland switch and to tbe west at Dodson 
with telegraph wires all down. 
In this city the damage was principally 
caused by tbe enormous rain. 
Whole sec­ 
tions of tbe town are under water, and the 
people compelled to flee for safety. 
Eight 
bouses along Wolf creek, in tbe western 
part of the city, were swept away, together 


with their contents, atui at this hour it m 
yet impossible to say whether or not there 
were any lives lost.

A T HRIVING PENSACOLA INDUST RY. 


The F ish in g G rounds of th e G ulf—In ­ 
crease of the Trade. 
, 
Fishing is one of the greatest industries 
of Pensacola and will p robably be of more 
ultimate advantage to the city than any 
other of its many resources 
It is excep ­ 
tionally well situated for the trade, being 
located near the great snap p er banks, and 
being about the centre of the great iishing 
area of the gulf. 
Besides it has. one great 
advantage over the the other gulf cities. 
The salt water extends up to the city 
wharves, making it p ossible to bring the ilsh 
to city in the wells of the “smacks,” and to 
keep them alive up to the time of ship ment. 
On the line of coast tributary to the fish 
m art a t Pensacola there are at p resent em­ 
p loyed about 2,500 men in fishing, with their, 
families, mainly located on the shore near­ 
est the snap p er banks, or other fishing 
grounds on which their work is done. 
Besides smaller craft, there are engaged 
in this trade about forty or fifty large iish­ 
ing smacks of from twenty to forty tons 
burden, besides a few steam smacks and 
luggers. 
The deep sea fisherman reside 
mainly in Florida and Alabama, and send 
their red snap p ers, group ers, Sp anish mack­ 
erel, p omp ano, etc., north from Peusacola, 
where they are landed fresh and alive from 
the vessel, and p laced at once in the rofriger- 
ator cars, p acked in ice, and landed in 
Minnesota and Colorado as fresh and sweet 
as when they swam over the beds of coral 
in their native waters. 
The trade at p res­ 
ent is worth £ 500,000, is increasing at the 
rate of 50 p er cent, aunually, and exten Is 
its distribution from Denver, Col, in the 
west, t > Boston, in the east; from Galveston, 
iu the southwest to Minneap olis in the 
north, an I Jacksonville in the southeast, in­ 
cluding all p rincip al p oints in the are t s.» 
bouude I 
The fishing smacks are from twenty to 
seventy tons 
measurement, 
p rincip ally 
schooner rigged, and have a ^tank, or water 
comp artment in the midship section of the 
vessel which aim its the free circulation of 
sea water. 
Into this “well” th 
fish are 
thrown when released from the hook. Near­ 
ly all fish being caught by the lip they are 
but little injured; those th at swallow the 
hook are killed by the p rocess of removing 
i t 
The vessels are manned by six to four­ 
teen fisherman, who fish with band lines 
from the vessel s decks in winter when ice fish 
ing is added, some of the crew fithinan op en 
boat « sharp at both ends) known as a “Cap e 
Ann Dory.” 
The p rincip al varieties of fish 
caught are the red'snap p er,¡p omp ano, group ­ 
er, 
sheepbead, 
bluefisb, trout, croaker, 
pereh, roukar, juareil, cav allo, silver whit­ 
ing, mullet, red fish and base, which at the 
present rate of increase of the industry 
will soon become as common 
articles of

The C hief Industries of H onduras. 
The chief industry in St©. Barbara seems 
to be soldiering, but the weaving of Panama 
hats from the filters of tho leaf of the mescal 
occup i s the time of many, and others make 
deerskin moccasins of exceeding ugliness 
and cheap ness. 
They are as comfortable, 
though, a> they are hideous—more than that 
it would be dirtieult to say in their p raise. 
Lime-burning is another industry much fol- 
lowed lu re; I ut 
that, like tile-making, 
should not be counted, since lime is not ex­ 
p orted, nor are more tile made than are re­ 
quired by the immediate local demands. 
1 he lime is burned in small kilns, stuck up 
here and there on the mountain sides like 
the nests of bank swallow* 
It must be of 
good quality, for walls laid up centuries 
ago are seemingly as sound 
and hard as 
when first built 
The use of lime for whitewashing and for 
cov ering walls by coatings of plaster is well 
nigh univ ersal Still there are in the out­ 
skirts of the cities bouses lacking the white­ 
wash th t givts to others ex fair an ap p ear-

they ate id .*© with chop sticks and chocolate 
rata. 
They don't know what chocolate is in 
Jap an, and the Jap anese don’t eat rats! 
I 
have seen a good deal of Jap anese life, but 
I ne. er saw a Jap anese wedding. 
I’ve at- 
tended the feasts afterwards, lut foreigner's 
are never invited to the ceremony. 
1 only 
know what I’ve been told. 
The m arital 
rites consist in p ledges drank by bride and 
groom from throe cup s. 
The bride wears 
no veil. 
There are no rats, no bridemaids 
and no cbocol ite. 
Why such a wedding as 
I read of might rep resent a wedding in 
Patagoiiia w ith just as much accuracy. 


CUSTOMS IN JA P A N E S E FAMILIES. 
“In Jap an a young man can not call on a 
girl 
He can’t take a lady-love to a ger­ 
man. 
They never dance together; and, in 
fa t. they don’t dance at all. 
Nothing 
astonishes the Jap anese more than to see th * 
freedom disp layed in our ball-rooms here. 
Yet there is love in Jap an. 
Courtship is 
arranged by go-betweens. 
A young man 
has ii suggested to him that it’s time for 
h m to m arry, and liis father p icks out a 
wilt* for him. 
The JajMinese young man 
has the be-t of the Chinaman in this resp ect. 
In China a man never sees his nr.fe until the 
day he is married. 
In Jap an you meet your 
affianced at a tea-p arty arranged for the 
p urp ose of introduction, though you may 
have I e n engaged two years. The Jap anov* 
w ho go abroad come back with different 
id a* on that subject. 
“Children aro treated as c juaD. 
They 
have absolute freedom. 
You never see a 
mother calling a child into the house or 
sending one out. Jap anes * are good-natured, 
lecaus© they’ve always had their own w*ay. 
There is none of the scolding heard among 
ci\ iiized p eop le that drives the youth to be­ 
come the hoodlums of society. 
The Jap an­ 
ese have the secret of bringing up children, 
and no mistake. 
They are quiet, unostenta­ 
tious. delightful to the last degree©. 
Chil­ 
dren aie n# ver seen alone, and p arent* are 
rarely seen without their children. 
They 
take them with them to their festivals and 
temp le* 
The Jap anese 
have a gentL* 
method of awakening you. 
They don’t dis­ 
turb your slumbers by a loud scream or 
knocking, but tap gently until you aru 
aroused. 
You see small children lugging 
babies around on their backs. 
The littl* 
ones are strap p ed on by a scarf. 
Jap anese 
girls' skirts are scant, but they don't walk 
with 
that 
mincing 
step you 
s e 
in 
"The Mikado.” 
The baby “Jap s,’’ instead 
of being buudlt d up in cradles, have lots of 
fresh air from morning until night. 


G A M E S A M O N G T H E Y O F N G FOLK S. 
“Many of their games are p recisely like 
oursg 
They have lots of them made with 
stsings and cords. You’ll think of your own 
young days when you see one child run be­ 
hind anothi r, p ut Ids hands over his eyes 
and make her guc*s who he is. 
Instead of 
‘.Simon .*ays thumt s up ,’ they have a trick 
game in which they use the nosa, chin an 1 
ears instead of the thumb. 
They have cu­ 
rious forfeit games, and number among them 
some tirst-rate ctess-p layers. 
The drivers 
of p ubli * vehicles aro not like civilized hack 
men, who rush up to you, grab your bag 
and scare you out of a year’s growth if you 
hap p en to be at all timid. 
When you sig- 
nity your desire to ride they draw lots to 
see which ono shall carry you. 
Everything 
is ‘M r.,’ even to the baby and the cat, and 
tho Mr. always comes last 
The boys enjoy 
kite-fiying immensely, and, while they don't 
tight themselves, they try to get their kite- 
strings crossed and cut them. 
All forms of 
indoor games, like authors and checkers, are 
found, and an infinite variety of verses. 
“Tho Jap aneso understand the true sp irit 
of p resent-giving. 
W ith us we sometimes 
say: *Oh, I can't get any thing nice enough, 
so I won’t sen I a p resent.’ 
When it comes 
to discussing intrinsic value in making gifts 
then it liecomes an alms-giving. 
I'v e never 
had a Jap anese call on me that he didn't 
bring some little trille. 
I understand they 
do so when they call on each other. 
A ‘no. 
tion’ signifying ‘good luck’ is always afc- 
ta^ bed to the p ackage, up on w hich is a 
character rep resenting a trifle. 
Jap anes* 
girls would strike an American as rather 
tame. 
They are modest and of a retiring 
sp irit. 
All sorts of decorations, even to a 
bird s c age, they p ut on the end of their 
p air-p ins. 
You nevee see a young girl un­ 
less her face is p uintel white, her lip s a 
bright red, and red and gray sp ots daubed 
on her cheeks. 
I once naked why this cus­ 
tom p revailed and I was told it would be 
absolutely immodest for a girl to go out 
otherwise, and it would be considered an

sump tion that she had a comp lexion sj good 
that she didn’t need p aint. '—Cincinnati En­ 
quirer.

T HE LAT E COMMISSIONER OF AGRI­ 
CULT URE TALKS T O “ GAT H.” 


Ills 
H ecollectlons

I had an interesting conversation with 
Dr. Loring, the late commissioner of agri­ 
culture ami member of congress formerly. 
In the course of the talk he said: 
“I knew 
Henry W. Longfellow very welL 
He was 
a man entirely by himself. 
Ho was a con­ 
summate artist, but he had the )>ersonal 
weakness of ail literary )>eop lo about Bos­ 
ton. 
I recollect once sitting with Lowell 
a t the old College hotel at Cambridge, when 
be said: Must look at this, coming acroas 
the street!’ 
There came Longfellow across, 
walking on his heels, so as to keep his boot^ 
from being muddied. 
He had on a rod 
necktie, a sdk vest of some fancy color, a 
coat of a brown or olive tint with a velvet 
collar, and fancy gloves up on his ban Is. 
Dressed like a swell, it did look toa funny 
for a man of his intellect 
But be was 
always fastidious in that way. 
His con­ 
cern 
for 
financial and 
social 
jsucces» 
in life was nearly as artistic as his p oems. 
He did enter into that hi^h mercantile Bos­ 
ton society when he married his second wife. 
She was Miss Ap p leton, a fine, cultivate,, 
woman, ono of the best we had, Lut she hu<. 
no idea of m arrying Longfellow. 
It hn:? 
been said that he finally made her the 
heroine of one of his p rose novels, and that 
she was cap tivated by th© a rt of that wo. x. 
His first wife die t in Europ e. 
A fter he 
m arried his second wife, and they had a 
family, she was, one Fourth of July or 
other holiday, p laying with the children 
with matches, when h.*r clothing 
was set 
afire, and she burned to death Lefore her 
husband’s eyes.” 
H A W T H O R N E A N D L O N G F E L L O W . 
Dr. Loring said in another p lace.- 
“ Haw­ 
thorne and Longfellow went to school to­ 
gether, and on one occasion Hawthorne said 
to me th at there was no American 
p oet. 
I instanced Longfellow and B ryant to him. 
He said you could read them once, but diu 
not want to read them twice; th at they did 
not take hold of your nature like the great 
p oets abroad. 
I mentioned this to another 
p oet we had, and he rep lied that Hawthorne 
overlooked the very delicate a rt in Long­ 
fellow.” 
{Said I: 
“W hat sort of man was Haw­ 
thorne 
“He was a man of great, grave, sincere 
nature. 
His intellect was so sacred to him 
that he stood almost in awe of himself 
when he introduced any thing. 
He never 
p rojected any of his novels or laid them 
out according to a p lan. 
He did not know 
where he was going to end when he started, 
lie I ©coined p ossessed of all the subtleties 
which were invoked by his mind and brain. 
It is entirely false to say that he had any 
thing of the common earth about him. 
H« 
lo » ked with disdain up on men allowiug 
their bodies or their excitements to run 
them down. 
But he did like men in whom 
there was no stiffness, who would, if they 
chose, eat and drink and loiter. 
The mere 
artificial creaturo of merchandise or com­ 
merce or literature, Hawthorne could not 
abide. He wanted human nature under fre6 
conditions, and he was unquestionably the 
greatest of all that set of New England lit­ 
erary men. 
He liad but little of the sensi­ 
bility of Longfellow and others who wrote 
to the p op ulace, and p olished and refined 
their work. 
Hawthorne wanted 
a few 
friends, and ho wanted them to be m en ’’ 


W E B S T E R A ND F R A N K L IN P IE R C E . 
Said I: “Does not Daniel W ebster stand 
higher to-day, in sp ite of the great slavery 
war and his consideration for slavery, than 
any of our Now England fames.*” 
“Why. yes. 
None of tho men who cama 
after Webster or came before him p ossessed 
the magic of his name and intellect over our 
p eop le. 
He is growing now as fast as he 
ever was when he was alive. 
Tho reaction 
in his favor is general and outside of p arty 
lines. ” 
Said I: “Do not you think that W ebster's 
termination in comp arative financial dis­ 
credit shows that sons do well to close life 
in as good condition as their lathersf” 
“It is true,” said Dr. 
Loring, “that Dan 
Webster when ho died did not begin to have 
the financial .status and credit of his father 
in a comp arative state of society. 
But the 
generalization you make is set at naught, I 
think, by nearly every one of tho million­ 
aires of the p resent day.” 
Said I: “Doctor, wait till those million­ 
aire aro dead. 
There was Garrison, who 
died under an assignment, and Tom ¡Scott, 
who died a wreck. 
The general term ination 
of men’s lives is fortunate if it is no worse 
than how their fathers ended. 
W hat kind 
of a man was Franklin Fierce.” 
“I knew him very well indeed,” said Dr. 
Loring. 
“He was a man of rather slender 
figure, with a magnetic eye and intellectual, 
firm-looking face, and was graceful in his 
movements. 
He was as p retty a walker as 
you ever saw. 
As he moved along Pensyl- 
vania avenue, when he was in the senate, 
p eop le would be attracted by his g a it 
He 
was comp osite of strength and weakness, 
and came very near being a great man. 
He
